Estee ‘Crucified,’ Losing the Race 
When He Had Won It. 


A Strong Platform Adopted—Plenty of 
_ Cheers for Blaine and Some Enthu- 
siasm for Harrison—That Fed- 
eral Brigade Resolution. 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

Stockton, May 4. —{Special. ] The 
Republican State Convention has 
finished its work. It was a strong body 
of men, taken asa whole, and its two 
days’ session has been marked by some 
vigorous work. There were clashes in 
the organization chiefly confined to the 
San Francisco delegations, but the gen- 
eral outcome was satisfactorv. 

There was a sharp contest over the 
adoption of the platform, not as it came 
from the: committee, but upon the 
amendment providing for the exclusion 
of officeholders from service upon the 
State Central Committee. Against this 
daring attempt to restrict the political 
reach and range of the Federal and 
State officials that ever busy fraternity 
rose up in arms to a man. 
They fought the amendment tooth 
and’ nail and some of the speake 
ers against it had the hardihood to 
claim very broadly that the bulk of the 
party’s brains and skill are to be found 
under the hats of the gentlemen who 
hold down the offices. This idea was 
vigorously combatted by the laymen. 
J. L. Murphy of Los Angeles, another of 
the now notorious secret ballot device, 
spoke for the local office-hoiders, Wal- 
ter S. Moore attacked the amendment

The Platform—De Young, Felton, Spence 
and Rideout Delegates-at-large. 

Stockton, May 4.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The chairman opened the con- 
vention at 11 o’clock this morning by 
stating that he hoped that the conven- 
tion would not waste any time in dis- 
posing of business. Chairman Johnson, 
of the Platform Committee, then read 
the platform as follows: .

FACTS VS. FANCY. 


Gross Siinadbectittations in the Du- 
closlange Story. 


The Principal Figure in the Case Says 
_ At ta False in Almost Every Partic- 
ular—What There Really is 
in the Matter. 


On Aptil 30 a morning contemporary — 


published a lengthy.and highly colored 
story, which as usual in such cases, ap- 
peared in condensed form in a San 
Francisco paper of the same date, as 
foliows: 

Los ANGELEs, April 30.—Philip Duclos- 
lange, a venerable-looking colored man, 
whose face is well known around the Wilson 
Block and other places where he-washes 
windows and does chores, has fallen heir to 


} the fourth of an estate in France, valued at 


over $1,000,000. His father lived in the 
south of France, where he was born, his” 
mother being Creole. 

Philip Ducloslange, is about 70 years old. 
He speaks French fluently and lives with 
his wife, a middle-aged colored woman. 
They have been living simply on the earn- 
ings which the old man made. 

Early in the spring a letter was received 
at San Francisco by the French Consul 
there, asking him to make inquiries for one 
Philip Ducioslange, and mentioning the 
fact of his inheritance. No trace could be 


found at San Francisco of any such person, . 


and the Consul extended his inquries to Los 
Angeles. Here, after considerable search, 
he was found occupying the humble posi- 
tion in life which has been mentioned, and 
apparently contented with his lot. 

He is reticent about his family history, 
but it is understood that his father was a 
banker in the southern part of France and 
that his estate will be shared by four chil- 
dren, of whom Philip istheeldest. Why he 
has become separated from his family and 
has lived as he has are subjects upon which 
he has not expressed himself. Old as hé is, 
he says that he and his wife will go back to 
France. He is a quiet and intelligent man, 
and has led an exemplary life for the past 
sevén or eight, years in Los Angeles. His 
sudden fortune has not seémed to change 
the old man’s habitsof life. He talks about 
it in a quiet and unconcerned manner. 

Learning that the whole story isa 
es misrepresentation of facts, a 

IMEs reporter called on Ducloslange at 
his carpenter shop, No. 226 South 
Main street, where the old man was 
found hard at work. 

‘“Yes,’’ said he, ‘I have seen the dis- 
patch, and it is false in almost every 
particular. In the first place, my wife 
and I are not negroes, 
Paris, France. My father was a 
Frenchman, and for along time held a 
position as private secretary to King 
Louis XVI, and was quite a noted man. 
in his time. My mother was a native 
of Spain,'and my wife is an English 
woman. I have lived in Los Aggeles 
but three years, and never washed win- 
dows in my life. I am a carpenter and 
contractor, and do nét know that I shall 
ever receive a cent from France, but if 
I do I shall buy a little home in this 
city and spend my few remaining years 
in peace and quiet. . 

“I was notified six months ago that I 
am heir to an estate in France, and two. 


months ago I sent a power of attorney 


to a lawyer there and I have not heard 
a word since. I.am told that the estate 
is worth several hundred thousand dol- 
lars, but I don’t know. . They tell me 
that 700,000 francs were deposited in 
the treasury fifty years ago to draw in- 
terest at the rate of 3 percent. I hope 
the money will come to me, forlam 74 
years of age, and I need the money.”’

Aconvention of the Woman’s National 
Indian Association was held yesterday 
afternoon at the Baptist Church for the 
purpose of organizing a State association. 
From the seven branch associations of the 
great national society, which are already 
established at Riverside, Los Angeles, Po- 
mona, Redlands, Pasadena, Whittier and 
Banning, and which were organized 
through the agency of Mrs. Quinton, presi- 
dent of the national association, whose in- 
terest and zeal in this Indian mission work 

.is well known. Delegates were expected 
from the different branches, but owing 
doubtless to the storm ail the societies 


were not represented. Mrs. Hewitt and. 


Mrs. Doolittle were present from Riverside, 

Mrs. Elderkin and Mrs. Maxfield from Los 

Angeles, as well as a number of visitors. 
The meeting was not opened until 3 

o'clock and was not as largelv attended as 

it should have been, but was exceedingly 

interesting and much business,of impor- 
tance was transacted. 

After calling the meeting. to order and 
appropriate devotional exercises, Mrs. 
Doolittle of Riverside was appointed chair- 
man of the meeting, Mrs, Giddings secre- 

' tary pro tem. 

' Mrs. Doolittle stated briefly and concisely 
the obiects of the meeting, which were to 
form a State association according to a de- 
sire expressed by Mrs. Quinton. 

Mrs. Maxfield, Mrs. Elderkin and Mrs. E. 
R. Townsend were appointed a committee 
to suggest names for officers of the new or- 
ganization. 

After consultation Mrs. Doolittle was 
nominated for president, but refused to 
act, being under a pressure of duties.

This collection has 
not only cofistantly been visited by tourists 
‘from all over the world, but has been of 
special interest to the scientists of Europe 
as well as this country; containing as--it 
does, not only valuable samples of the stone 
age of this country, but also thatof a sim- 
ilar period in Western Europe. The speci- 
mens of.the European stone age were gifts 
to Mr. Rust fromthe celebrated Dr. Sten- 

‘strup, dean of the Ethnological Museum of 
Copenhagen, and were given Mr. Rust in 
acknowledgement of specimens sent from 
this country to the learned dean. 

‘This famous collection has for some time 
been on exhibition at the .Throop Univer- 
sity, but will be. taken from there at an 
early Gate by its recent purchaser, who will 
conyey it to Chicago for his private collec- 
tion. It is more than probable that it will 
be exhibited at the World’s Fair and doubt- 
léss in future generations will become the 
property of the great Chicago ethnological 
collection. Mr. Logan, who has made this 
purchase, is a thoroughly practical and 


eminently successful business man who. 


has taken up the study of ethnology for 
the love of it and is fortunately abundantly 
able to gratify his tastes in this direction. 
Pasadena must sincerely regret the loss 

* of so valuable a collection, and unques- 
tionably Mr. Rust must have felt some 
natural disinclination to part with what 
represents nearly a life work and much 
patient research and study, es

Pegging Down Roses. 

{American Gardening.}

DON JOSE JESUS PICO, 
Death of a Historical Character 
of California. 


of Early Days. 


One of the Most Interesting Episodes 
in His Career. 


| Condemned te Death by Gen, Fremont for 
Violation of His Parole, He Was Aft. 
erward Pardoned and Became 
the PathSinder’s Friend. 


the eld Graves homestead, in San Luis 
j Obispo, Sunday, has been briefly an- 
nounced im the telegraphic columns of 
Tux Timgs, was a noted figure of the 
early days of California, and was closely 
associated with the “Pathfinder,” with 
whom he maintained the most intimate 
relations. Don José was attacked dur- 
ing the early part of April with la 
grippe for the second time and suc- 
cumbed to the malady after a ,siege of 
about amonth. He was aged 85 years 
and enjoyed uninterrupted good health 
until a year ago, when he became a 
victim of the influenza, but soon re- 
covered. 

He was born at Monterey March 27, 
1807, and though educatea for the 
priesthood he never took holy orders, 
but drifted into military pursuits, and 
during all the years from the invasion 
by the French commander, Bouchard, 
and the resultant wars up to and in- 
cluding the conquest by Frémont, he 
was active in military affairs. Don 
José was a singularly modest man and 
extremely reticent concerning his pub- 
lic career, and some years ago he 
burned all papers and documents in his 
possession having any historical value. 


DON JOSE JESUS PICO. 


One of the most 
in his career, says the San ncisco 
Examiner, was his arrest for a violation 
of his parole and his sentence to death 
by Gen. Frémont. When the treaty of 
— was signed at Los Angeles in the 
tter part of 1845, a general parole 
was granted, and Pico laid down his 
arms and removed to this place, where 
he was Administratsr of the Mission. 
Pico and the other suspects who had 
| been placed under arrest had nndouht-. 
edly violated their pareles, but at the 
court-martial held on the 16th in the 
-}-priest’s room of the mission Pico boldly 
and with characteristic generosity tes- 
tified that no one should be blamed for 
the ill feeling against the Americans 
but himself, whereupon the court dis- 
charged all the prisoners save Pico, | 
who was condemned to be shot at sun-

rise next morning. 

During the day his wife tried, but in 
vain, to induce her husband to do some- 
thing toward effecting a mitigation of 
sentence, so she enlisted the sympa- 
thies of her friends, a procession of 
ladies was formed, headed by Mrs. Pico, 
Mrs. Wilson (mother-in-law of the pres- 
ent United States Minister to Guate- 
mala) and Mrs. J. J. Simmler, and that 
evening appeared before Frémont suing 
for Pico’s pardon. The result of that 
unique appeal is familiar history. Pico 
was instantly pardoned and became the 
Pathfinder’s most devoted friend, ac- 
companying him later to Los Angeles. 

Frémont and Pico’s celebrated ride 
frem Los Angeles to Monterey and re- 
turn in March of 1847, was one of the 
mest thrilling experiences of the kind 
known to history. Therearea few peo-

The next day they rode to San Luis 
Obispo, making the remarkable dis- 
tance of 135 miles in one day. 

They arrived at Monterey on the 
fourth day out, having been detained | 
half a day at San Luis by the enthusi-_ 
astic people, who insisted on a recep- 
tion. 

Frémont was ordered to immediately 
return to Los Angeles, and returned at 
the same breakneck speed, having on 
the entire trip but one relay of fresh 
horses. Pico had presented Frémont 
with two splendid horses, and the 840 | 
miles had been covered in about sev- 
enty-five hours of actual traveling. 

The old Don died sincerely mourned 
by his hundreds of descendants all over 
California and by a host of friends.

The Trial of the Kaweah Colo- 
nists Continued. 


Some Very Damaging Testimony In- 
troduced by the Prosecution. 


Money Paid in for Which no Account. 
Has Been Rendered. 


A Peculiar Suit Institated Against the 
Public Administrater—The Chinese 
Murder Trial—General Court ty 
Notes—New Cases. 


The trial of the case against Burnette 
G. Haskell and four other trustees of 
the Kaweah Codperative Celony Com- 
pany, charged with having used the 
mails for fraudulént purpeses, was fre- 
sumed befere Judge Ross and a jury in 
the United States District Court yester- 
dey morning and occupied their atten- 
tion all day. | 

The witn Findeisen was recalled 
for further cross-examination, and At- 
torney Dillon resumed his reading of 
the pamphlet, 
te the jury, the complainant having 
testified that he sent $225 to the de- 
fendant Martin on the strength of the 
representations made therein. 

Hs was followed by Andrew Cauld-} 
well, who was until recently in the Se- 
cret Service Department of the United 
States. He testified to having made a 
thorough investigation of the Kaweah 
colony scheme about a year ago, as the 
result of which he found that the com~- 
pany did not have any right, title or in- 
terest in the land, which it claimed, and 
that the only property which it owned 
in Tulare county, according to the offi- 
cial records, was a homestead of 160 
acres upin the mouniains, which had 
been conveyed by Mrs. Haskell to the 
colony, but had not been occupied by 
the colonists. 

During the afternoon’ session In- 
spector M. H. Flint of the Postal De- 
partment, was called by the Govern- 
ment and also testified to having exam~ 
ined the Tulare county records with the. 
same result. 

C. F. Keller was then called and tes- 
tified that he was one of the originators 
of the Kaweah colony, and paid a cer- 
tain amount toward the capital stock 
which was said to be $50,000. He 
subsequently found that the company 
had been reincorporated, with the de- 
fendants as trustees, and that he had 
been ‘‘frozen out’’ and his money ab- 
sorbed iu the deal. A copy of the Com- 
monwealth of February, 1892, contain- 
ing what purported to be a list of the 
membership of the colony, was intro- 
duced in evidence, and thirteen photo- 
graphs of various scenes of the site of 
the colony were also filed as exhibits. 

Frank E. Westervelt, a member of the 
auditing committee of the colony, the 
next witness, proved to be a very dam- 
aging one. He testified that he madea 
very searching examination of the 
books of the company and found a num- 
ber of discrepancies therein. One 
item, of which he had never been able 
to obtain a lucid explanation, was the 
placing of $400 each month to 
credit of what was called the ‘un- 
known’’ fund. A number of receipts 
and vouchers were introduced in evi- 
dence. When court adjourned for the 
day the witness was still upon the 
stand and his examination will be re- 
sumed this morning. 

Just before the adjournment H. C. 
Dillon, Esq., of counsel for the defense, 
called the attention of the court to the 
fact that the witness Cauldwell was in 
the courtroom and asked that he be ex- 
cluded. As, however, the United States 
District Attorney did not intend to re- 
call him and he had not been subpoenaed 
by the defense, counsel for the prosecu- 
tion claimed that he had a right to re- 
main. It was urged by Attorney Dillon 
that witnesses who had been called 
might remain in the room and after 
hearing the testimony notify those who 
had not not yet been called of what had 
been sworn to. Judge Ross remarked 
that such a course would be the worst 
form of contempt of court and that he 
would not fail to deal severely with any | 
person who dared to speak to any one 
about what had been testified to. 

SUIT FOR MONEY FOR SERVICES RENDERED. 

The case of A. W. Gardner vs. G. L.

The librarian, Miss Kelso, reported 
that during the month 28,534 books 
had been circulated, that the present 
membership of the library numbered 
7943. There were 50 books donated 
during the month. The financial state- 
ment ofthe library showed that there 
would be a deficiency of $3500 for the 
necessary expenses of the current fiscal 
year; it was alse shown fhat it would be 
necessary to duplicate a 
of books that had been rapidly 
owing to the enormously jncreased cir- 
culation. It. was decided to make an 
appeal to thé Council for an immediate 
further appropriation. 

On the question of sending a delegate 
to the annual convention of the Library 
Association to be held in Washin 
this month, the matter was discussed in- 
formally andthe conclusion arrived at 
that unless the Council would grant the 
necessary funds for that purpose the 
expense should not be incurred.

An Interview With Mrs. French- 
Sheldon, 


Who Visited Unexplored Parts of 


the Dark Continent. 


How She Dressed at the Receptions 
Given to Native Chiefs.

“Method of Traveling—A Perilous Adven- 


ture on the Banks of an Unknown 
Lake—Strange Customs of 
the People.

The impression which those who 
meet Mrs. French-Sheldon for the first 
time receive is one of surprise, and that 
is particularly true when presentation 
takes place in her private parlors, 
where she is able to throw aside the re- 
straint and dignity necessary to be as- 

-gumed upon the lecture platform. If 
the impression were put into spoken 
worus, people would say to her: ‘*What, 
are you actually Mrs. French-Sheldon, 
the identicai woman who organized an 
expedition and took it.into Eastern 
Africa, as far away from the coast as 
Chicago is from New York?’’ She is so 
slight of figure, so gentle and unassum- 
ing in manner, so feminine in her ways 
and so utterly without affectation that 
it seems as though the story of her ex- 
ploits must have been really a fiction, 
just such a romance as she has herself 
written when she was known as a 
writer of novels and as the translator 
of Flaubert’s masterpiece, ‘‘Salammbo.”’ 

After conversation with her, when 


she has started to tell, perhaps in a 


fragmentary and incidental way, the 
story of that astonishing expedition, 
then itis easy to see that she is just 
the woman who would have determined 
to go into Africa, Would have overcome 
all the obstacles, would have made the 
journey and returned to the coast and 
taken the identical steamer upon which 
months before she had engaged 
passage for her return to civiliza- 
tion. Any interview with her which 
attempted to set forth in consecutive 
detailthe story of her trip would be 


formal and would lose the piquancy_ 


with which she speaks of incidents as 
they occur to her hap-hazard, so to 
speak. During a chat with her the first 
impressions are of the woman. Her 
personality asserts itself so speedilp, 
and her enthusiasm is so impressively 
demonstrative that those with whom she 
converses are compelled to thing first 


of her, afterward of her achievement. . 


It is very natural therefore that the first 
question the writer put Mrs. Sheldon 
after formalities of greeting were over 
was, ‘‘Mrs. Sheldon, what induced you 
to plan this expedition, what first sug- 
gested the idea of going into Africa— 
in other words, why did you do it?’’ 
She smiled for a moment as though 
amused at the question, seeming to 
.think that the importance of the 
work if there was any was in what 
she had accomplished and not why 
it had occurred to her to attempt it. 
She stood up before her desk, her en- 
shusiasm plainly making it impossible 
for herto chat while seated, and in 
most unconventional and simple manner 
she said: ‘Why, it doesn’t seem to me 
that there was anything wonderful in 
conceiving the ideaof--going into that 
mysterious, strange country. I had 
been impressed with the romance and 
the peculiar fascination for the people 
of Africa when I was at work translat- 
ing ‘Salammbo.’ Afterward, when the 
plan of a work of my own began to be 
formed in my mind, a romance or story, 
or whateves it might be, in which I 
wanted to depict life as it existed 
among natural people, and not asit is 
tainted and circumscribed and made 
formal by the hollow shams of civiliza- 
tion, it occurred to methat I should 
see with my own eyesand study in their 
presence such people of whom only a 
comparatively few are now to be found 
on the face oftheearth. It was then 
that the idea occurred to me of making 
this journey, andthe more I thought 
about it the more completely was I 
- carried away by the purpose.”’ 

Here she paused a moment, tossed 
her head gently after the manner of a 
child who is innocently coquettish, and 
with a quaint smile she added, ‘‘And I 
did it.”’ 

“But,” said I, not your friends 
oppose it?’’ | 

“Why, of course they did. They 
thought I was insane; I knew better. 
They told me it would be impossible; I 
knew it would not. They said I could 
net even get porters foran expedition 
into a district where those dreadful war- 
riors the Massai prevailed. I believed 
Tcould. All they said had no effect 
upon me whatever.”’ 

‘But your husband,” I ventured to 
say, feeling, perhaps, that such a sug- 
gestion would be almost impertinence. 
“Oh, Mr. Sheldon,” she replied, and it 
would have done her husband good to 
have seen her as she saidit. ‘Ah, he 
knew what my plans were, for I had 

told him every detail. He knew that 


- my purpose was fixed. He dreaded to 


have me go, but he said that it would 
kill me ifI was disappointed, and he 
igs me every encouragement and 
aid. 

Just here, as though some reminis- 
cence was stirred by something that 
.was said,Mrs. Sheldon called to her sec- 
retary and asked him to bring the dress 
in which she appeared before the sultan 
and the chiefs ofthe tribes which she 
visited. There.was a rustling of silk in 
the next room, anda moment later a 
young man came bearing in his armsa 
superb garment. The skirt was of 
white corded silk, overlaid with silver 
lace, Thecorsage was very heavy, be- 
ing also elaborately trimmed and deco- 
rated with silver, and the cap or helmet 
was, of itself, a work of brilliancy and 
art. How Mrs. Sheldon ever endured 
such a garment in a country where the 
heat of the tropics always prevails was 

a mystery and she only explained it by 

‘Saying thatshe hadto. She must have 
been a gorgeous and impressive person 
as she appeared before the chiefs and 
sultans in this dress. . Of course it

‘Noli tangere’’ was conveyed to them 
through interpreters when we started 
upon the expedition, a1 d there was not 
a moment from the time we left the 
coast till we returned that they did not 
obey that command. I want to say that 
I never was subjected to the annoyance 
of discourtesy, and that is something 
which I have had to submit to since I 
have been in New York, for only the 


by the arm asl was -passing from my 
hotel to my carriage.”’ 

I asked Mrs. Sheldon where she found 
these porters, and she said that she was 
not able to obtain them. until she ar- 
rived at Zanzibar. There she was fe- 
ceived by the Sultan and that paltry 

chief must have been mightily impressed 

by her presence and her pleading, for 
through his aid she obtainen 138 great 
strapping muscular Africans, and with 
them she started upon her expedition. 

To illustrate the watchfulness of 
‘these men Mrs. Sheldon went to her 
cabinet and took from it a photograph 
of four Africans and she said, ‘‘The 
watchfulness and marvellous quickness 
of these men unquestionably prevented 
me one night from being crushed to 
death by a python. I was asleep in my 
palanquin. Not exactly sleeping but 
drowsy, for I do not suppose I slept 
soundly for more than two hours ata 
time during the entire expedition. I 
felt something cold, slimy, ah! hor- 
rible.”? Here Mrs. Sheldon shuddered 
and closed her eyes as though the recol- 
lection of that experience gave her an 
awful sense of her nearness toa horrible 
death. ‘‘I realized thatin some way a 
python had got through the guard and 
got upon my palanquin. I had strength 
enough to give a signal, the one which 
summoned my guard to my assistance. 
In an instant the men were there, and 
I heard a horrible sound of cutting and 
slashing, the men shouting and chatter- 
ing as though they were themselves in 
terror. In five minutes all was quiet, 
and in that time these men had literally 
that python into inch — pieces. 
There is nothing they dread so much, 
nothing which they wish so completely 
to destroy.”’ 

Of course this anecdote suggested 
possible experiences with other wild 
beasts and serpents, and I asked Mrs. 
Sheldon if she had any. She said she 
only saw three or four poisonous retiles, 
and was not afraid of them. They had 
a slight adventure with three lions, and 
they saw some elephahts, but as she 
had not taken the expedition as a mere 
hunting adventure and did not look for 
wild beasts they seldom encountered 
them. Inthe night time they used to 
hear the cries of the beasts. 

An expression of sadness came to 
Mrs. Sheldon’s face just then, and she 
said: ‘I do not like to think about the 
beasts, for we did have one horrible 
adventure. .One of my most faithful 
body servants, a splendid ‘fellow, wan- 
dered from the camp @ne night and 
very foolishly. The first we knew that 
he was away was when .we heard the 
most appalling shrieks, and then we 
knew that the poor fellow had fallena 
prey to the hyenas or jackals. His 
shrieks ring in my eats now. They 
gradually grew fainter and fainter, 
although the other men were hurrying 
with torches lighted to the rescue. All 
that they found of him was a few man- 
gled remains. The hyenas had actually 
devoured him alive.” 
ITasked Mrs. Sheldon about the man- 
ner of her marching, She said that 
they averaged twenty-five or thirty 
miles a day, encamping at night wher- 
ever a convenient place was found, and 
sometimes marching all night. At the 


she found the chiefs courteous and cor- 
dial. Some of them would not have 
permitted a white man to enter their 
village, for they had grown distrustful 
of some of the explorers and hunters, 
but the story of the coming of one 
whom they called Bebe-bwana reached 
these chiefs, and they regarded her as 
something of a supernatural. being. 
Bebe means woman, or is more equiva- 
lent to the: meaning originally adplied 
to the word lady, that is, a woman 
of high caste, much power and_in- 
fluence. Bwana means master, and 
plenty of bwanas or white masters, 
have been in that country, most of 
whom did not leave very good reputa- 
tions. Some were licentious, some 
cruel, some deceitful, so that prejudice 
had arisen against them. But now 
there was coming a bebe-bwana, a wo- 
man master, who was said to be power- 
ful, truthful and kind, and the chiefs 
were anxious to see sucha person, to 
exchange compliments with her, and 
presents. With the exception of one 
village, which lies right in the track of 
the caravans and where European vice 
has been introduced, Mrs. Sheldon 
found all these people decorous, modest, 
gentle, but perfect naturals, meaning 


slightest suggestion of the mannerisms 
or developments which accompany civ- 
ilization. 

‘“‘Why,’, said Mrs. Sheldon, speakiug 
with great dignity and modesty of man- 
ner herself’ ‘in many of these villages 
the people wore not a shred of clothing, 
and yet their manner was such, their 
perfect unconsciousness s0 great, that 
it was impossible to take offense, for 
they had none among themselves. I 
mae some inquiries aud found that 
their code of morals was perfect, and 
that licentiousness as we know it does 
| some of them 
practice poligamy, but the husbands and 
their wives live according to their code 
ina perfectly pure state of domestic 
happiness. One of the most impressive 
lessons I think I received in that coun- 
try was that of the purity of the morals 
of these uncontaminated people, and I 
wonder if itis true that those whom I 
call the naturals are, after all. the only

‘‘What of the natural features in that 
part of tropical East Africa pleased you.

There was not a moment when my mind 
was not occupied, not a tedious instant 
upon the entire journey. But perhaps,’’ 
and here Mrs. Sheldon seemed to be 
meditating for a moment, ‘‘perhaps the 
phosphorescent mists were the most 
weird and peculiar of all the sights I 
saw. I never heard them spoken of as 
appearing inthatcountry, and I wonder 
if any explorer has ever seen them 
there. These mists are of the same ef- 
fect as that which the glow worm pro- 
duces, except that they are immense in 
area and magnificent in brilliancy. 
They seem to arise and to contain some 
quality, either phosphorescent or elec- 
trical, so that their appearance upon 
the plains and in the valleys suggests 
to some extent that of the aurora. The 
natives will plunge into them, wave 


their spears or clubs, and it looks as 


though these weapons had become in- 
candescent, I must say that I was awe- 
struck by the sight, and yet it rested 
me to look at this glowing disturbance 
of the local atmosphere. 

‘“‘And then the verdure of East Africa 
is something wonderful. Perhaps it is 
that which makes these natives so won- 
derfully far-sighted. It cannot be that, 
however, which gives them such re- 
markable powers of hearing. I have 
seen men lie upon their bellies and 
make a peculiar, not loud utterance, 
which has been heard and responded to 
by others who seemed to be a mile or 
two away. I presume that-it is made 
possible by some peculiar quality of the 
atmosphere which carries sound made 
in a peculiar way for a long distance.”’ 

There has been some interest ex- 
pressed in the question whether Mrs. 
Sheldon had any scientific or organized 
patron or patrons. The expense en- 


tailed by such an expedition as hers } 


was of course verv great and an im- 


pression had gained ground that she 


had the Geographical Society as her 
patron, or at least she went out under 
its auspices. I asked her about that. 

‘“No,’? she said, ‘‘thatis not so. “I 
had no patron except the encourage- 
ment and aid of my husband. I was 
sent out by no society, and while I am 
going to furnish to the scientific socie- 
ties such information as I think will be 
of value to them, I shall do it purely as 
a matter of courtesy. The expense, 
whatever it was, was borne entirely by 
myself. I was gone exactly three 
months. TI paid for 150 porters and 
for a large amount of presents and pro- 
visions. Ihave no objections to stat- 
ing what it cost, excepting that I do not 
think it is a matter in which the poblic 
has any legitimate interest, as the ex- 
penditure was entirely personal.’’ 

Mrs. Sheldon will remain in America 
some time and will deliver a series of 
lectures in some of the larger cities, but 
her main work is now upon her book, 
which she is hastening to get ready for 
the printers.

The regular meeting of the Sonthern,| 
California World’s Fair Association 
_ was held inthe rooms of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Los Angeles yesterday 
at 10 a.m. 

The members present were Thomas R. 
Bard, Hueneme; R. H. Young, J. P. 
Jones, San Diego; W. C. Kimball, Na- 
tional City; G. H. Crafts, Redlands; A. 
C. Fish, Riverside; J. F. McIntyre, Fill- 
more; Ed Dunham, La Cafiada; C. A. 
Coffman, Rivera; C. M. Mills, E. F. C. 
Klokke, L. E. Mosher, Charles Forres- 
ter, Frank Wiggins, Los Angeles. 

Thomas R. Bard occupied the chair. 
Frank Wiggins acted as secretary, ° 

Hon. L. J. Rose being preseat the or- 
der of business was suspended in order 
toallow him to address the association 
on the necessity of active work being 
kept up in the preparation of Southern 
California’s World’s Fair exhibit, as 
the northern part of the State is fully 
convinced that this association is do- 
ing active and effectual work and is 
making extra exertionsto,in a meas- 
ure, outdo us, This being a golden op- 
portunity for Southern California to ad- 
vertise her resources, it is necessary 
that every one connected with this as- 
sociation should see that his particular 
district carry out the work in detail. 
He spoke in favor of Southern Califor-. 
nia making a classified exhibit of the 
six counties within the State building 
as the ruling of the commission per- 
mitted. 

The question was asked the Senator 
whether in making this classified ex- 
hibit the courty orexhibitor would lose 
their identity. He saw no reason why 
they should; as.each locality and in- 
dividual would be properly credited 
with the exhibit they made. He pre- 
sented a letter from Chief Samuels in 
which it was stated that the five acres 
on the wooded island had been planted 
in flowering plants and ornamental 
evergreens and could not be used by 
California. One acre is the most that 
can be used in one body and that is 
situated one and one-half miles from 
the lake. The advantage of this loca- 
tion is that it will be less subject to the 
cold winds from off the water. It is ad- 
jacent tothe carriage entrance to the 
grounds and elevated railway station, 
making upon the whole a very desira- 
ble locality. Other areas can be as- 
signed California for special exhibits 
around the department buildings if 
the board desire. Chief Samuels in the 
same letter stated that he was anxious 
to extend every possible facility to Cal- 
ifornia that the enterprise of the State 
justified him in doing, but that he had 
never been able to evolve any plan by 
which he could. put a bushel of corn 
into a half-peck measure and he hoped 


that the commission would :appreciate | 


his efforts in behalf of the State. oy 

After answering a few minor ques- 
tions the Senator assured- 
tion that he would secure for it one- 
half of all outdoor space that was as- 
signed to California.. He retired with 
the remark that “he was glad to see 
such a lively interest manifested in the | 
World’s Fair work in this district.”’ 

The association then proceeded to 
regular business. Mr. Wells then arose 
and asked permission to offer the fol- 
lowing résolution, though not in =o. 
The same was granted: 

Resolved, as the sense of the Southern | 
California World’ Fair Association, that 
the six counties forming this district 
should. with the other counties of the State, 
make a classified State exhibit within the 
State building, and should also prepare for 
making a classified and collective exhibit as 
Southern California within the State build- 
ing, in which exhibit the products of the 
counties of this district shall be shown as a 
unit, but in such manner that each county 
shall preserve its identity in each class, 
and shall receive full credit for all exhibits 
furnished to the general exhibit. 

This resolution was unanimously 
_ adopted. 

The secretary then read a communi- 
cation from Ventura county wherein it 
was stated that J. F. McIntyre of Pili- 
maore was elected by the Board of 
Supervisors to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Mr. Blanchard. 
Upon motion Mr. McIntyre was duly 
received as a member of the associa- 

tion. 

The association chen. adjourned until 

1:80 p.m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upon reconvening, it was moved and 
carried that the Southern California 
World’s Fair Executive Committee be 
empowered to employ a superintendent 
or manager to look after the prepara- 
tion of the exhibits from the six coun- 
ties comprising this association and be 
paid for his services by the association, 
provided the State failed to appointa 
manager for the same purpose. — 

Considerable discussion was entered | 
into relative to application for space in 
the department buildings. It was de- 
cided, however, that as the space in 
these buildings could only be determined 
by the application of individual exhibi- 

tors the association was in no position 
to make application as a whole and it 
was the expression of the members that 
the individual exhibitors should make 
application direct to the department. 
The association, however, was to see 
that proper exhibits were made in the 
department» building if the exhibitors 
failed to makeé‘application. 

The associatiéh then adjourned, to 
‘Meet August 8, at 10:30 a.m. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING.
